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Nixon Speech Appears Sound and Sensible 
Diet and Health 


Just the other day in New York, what 
sounded like a good, sound speech was de­ 
livered by Vice - President Richard Nix­ 
on, is worthy of thoughtful consideration. 
Most people who are considering today’s 
economic conditions in this country with 
care and are inclined to agree with the 
cautious attitude being shown by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and also Vice-President 
Nixon. 
Neither on£ is allowing himself to be 
thrown off stride by the wild appeals from 
different groups and the demands of cer­ 
tain congressmen who realize this is an 
election year and therefore they are mak­ 
ing various statements to make t h e m ­ 
selves “look good'’ in the eyes of voters 
in t h e i r states and districts, especially 
who want something for nothing, and 
want it quickly. Such congressmen a r e 
thinking about getting easy votes f o r 
themselves rather than the future econom­ 
ic problems immediately ahead. It is easy 
to do something too hurriedy which can 
cause more harm than good. 
In his talk to the nation's newspaper 
publishers Vice - President Nixon stressed 
two points; there will not be any actual 
depression and this country must always 
move ahead. 
* 
’He called a t t e n t i o n to the Russian 
boasts of overcoming our lead. The So­ 
viet leaders say their economy is growing 
a t a faster rate than ours. Economic com­ 
petition between the free world and t h e 
communists may well decide the world 
conflict. 


Therefore, we cannot stand still, t h e 
Vice President declared. A normal ec­ 
onomic system, as opposed to one c o n ­ 
trolled, as is that of Russia’s, needs to 
slow down so that needed changes c a n 
be made, bad habits and faulty practices 
corrected. Once these are made, the sys­ 
tem will be stronger. 
Inflation is the error, or fault, which Mr. 
Nixon puts at the top of the list of things 
to be corrected. He listed, too, e a s y 
sales, saying we have become a nation of 
order - takers rather than salesmen. Our 
plants have expanded their productive ca­ 
pacity to meet the growth of years ahead. 
The Vice P r e s i d e n t rejected massive 
spending by the Federal Government and 
would delay a tax cut until there is no 
other alternative of a corrective quality. 
He chided the national advertisers by 
noting their lineage was down 40 per cern. 
from last year and asked how they expect­ 
ed to sell if they did not advertise. He 
asked of labor leaders that they exercise 
all necessary restraint. He closed on a 
note of faith—thebe will be no depression 
. . .free labor will outproduce slave labor. 
Certainly massive spending would n o t 
touch the real problem. A tax cut would 
not meet the present need. There are a 
few signs the economy is correcting itself. 
Most people will agree with Mr. Nixon 
that it is best to give these corrective 
forces more t i m e to reveal themselves 
and their effect.

So the story goes that a New 
York City Youth Board operative 
took Ramon Serra and two com­ 
panies for a ride. They ate hot 
dogs and drank soda pop and he 
Induced them to play a game of 
softball the next day. 
Then they went to a c a n d y 
■tore where, in the presence of 
the Youth Board worker, Serra 
murdered Michael Ramos, a gang 
organizer. The social w o r k er 
commented: 
“ I heard a loud n o i se— a 
blast. It was so loud that I put 
my hands up to my ears." 
Oh dear! What a s w e e t and 
lovely story! 
New York City and many oth­ 
er cities are dangerous 
places 
for living because for sentimen­ 
tal reasons, the public authorities 
decline to treat crime as crime 
■nd criminals as criminals. 
Many social workers, do-good- 
trs, even newspaper editors who 
•hould know better, believe that 
crime can be put down by cod­ 
dling criminals. 
Actually, what they mean is 
•bat as the Negro and P u e r to 
Rican population is enormous 
•nd in some areas of New York 
represents a majority, it is neith­ 
er sound business nor s o u n d 
politics to make too much noise 
•bout whatever may be offensive 
Id them, even murder. 
The Youth Board, in New York 
City, as similar organizations are 
elsewhere, is a coddling organ­ 
ization, designed to achieve by 
•meetness and light what all hu­ 
man experience proves can only 
be accomplished by punishment. 
Even applying the social work­ 
er • slogan “the greatest good to 
tl>e greatest number," the gangs 
have become intolerable 
They not only murder individ­ 
uals who have a legal and moral 
right to remain alive, but they 
produce conditions which c I ose 
down parks at night, make streets 
dangerous and cost the city mon- 
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ey for additional policing. T h e 
youth gangs should be broken up 
by brute force. 
The Youth Board in New York 
consists of 18 respectable a n d 
busy citizens, few of whom have 
any time to devote to this ac­ 
tivity having affairs of their own, 
and IO public officials each one 
of whom has a full time job. 
So the task, as in all such mat 
ters, goes down tc the profes­ 
sional social workers who operate 
the enterprise according to t h e 
latest ideas of sociability based 
on the assumption that hog dogs 
and soda pop will assuage t h e 
murderous beasts who betray our 
civilization. 
The social worker’s concept of 
life is environmental and secular 
and assumes that gangs can be 
diverted into sweet groups, play­ 
ing checkers and handball, by 
kind words spoken to amoral 
boys and girls. 
Serra, for i n s t a n c e , is 20 
years old; Ramos, 
whom 
he 
killed in cold blood in the can­ 
dy store, was 17 y e a r s old; 
Serra s girl friend, who fingered 
the murdered for the police, is 
14 years old. Serra possesses an 
arsenal which cost considerable 
money because the weapons had 
to be obtained from illegal places. 
These are not babies. Serra is 
a grown man. But what about his 
girl friend? What do the news­ 
papers mean when they call a girl 
of 14 a girl friend?

Plain foolishness, that is. 
In other words, you take a nit­ 
wit out of a whizzing automobile 
and put him into a whizzing m otor­ 
boat, and he’s the sam e nitwit with 
only a change of locale. This is 
a m atter of moment, although not 
necessarily of comfort, to respon­ 
sible boatmen At least they don’t 
have a special brand of nit wit to 
deal with. 
The Outboard Boating Club of 
Am erica, carrying out a survey 
intended to classify the causes of 
accidents so that missionary work 
could be aimed at the m ost dan­ 
gerous areas, found that juvenile 
operators, storm s, collisions and

ONCE YOU’VE m astered the fundam entals of the full swing foi 
) long drives ifs easy to m ake swings for different kinds of shots. The 
I full movements of body, arm s and hands sim ply are cut dow n In v a r­ 
ious proportions when playing shorter wood and iron shots through 
the fairw ay or recovery shots. 
On the putting green the stroke is m ade w ith very little arm 
m ovem ent and no perceptible body action. In every case you’re most 
apt to swing property by keeping two requirem ents upperm ost in your 
mind. 
One is the need to m ake every swing, how ever long or short, just 
one continuous uninterrupted motion from start to finish. 
The other is the advantage of attending to essentials in the proper 
order. This order is exactly the same for all shots. It enables you to 
think of only one thing at a tim e and thereby m inimize the tendency 
I tow ard confusion and the influence of distractions.

A fter attending to swing prelim inaries in the proper order and h av ­ 
ing fixed your eye on the cover of the ball w here your club should 
strike it, attend to bending your w rists properly In your backswing, 
then swinging the club dow nw ard through the ball and holding your 
head steady until well after impact.
